“It was about 8 o’clock in the after- 
noon of. February 22 that I left these 
two desolute women in an agony o 
tears. The vision of the scene that 
was soon to be enacted in the palace 
had them on the verge of_hysterics. 

‘‘President Madero, true to the con- 
spiracy revealed to me by the women, 
was shot in the palace by Captain Az- 
carde, one of the guards. The shot 
was fired into his neck, close to the ear, 
and the powder marks could be plainly 
seen on the skin to tell at what close 
range the shot had been fired. 

‘‘Vice-President Suarez was choked 
to death by the hands of another burly 
guard. His face was black and his 
tongue protruding hideously from his 
mouth as they placed his dead body 
beside the corpse of the president in

Dayton, O., March 25.—Dayton, ex- 
cept for its most remote suburbs, to- 
night was covered with a seething 
flood from eight to twenty feet deep. 
Any attempt to estimate the loss of 
life is hopeless. It is sure to run into 
the hundreds, and very likely into the 
thousands. The property loss will to- 
tal millions of dollars. 

The flooded district comprises practi- 
cally a circle with a radius of a mile 
and a half, and in no place is the water 
less than six feet deep. 

The horor of the flooded district is 
heightened by more than a dozen fires 
which can be seen in the flooded dis- 
trict, but out of reach of fire fighters. 

Most of the -business houses and 
nearly all of the residences have occu- 
pants. Downtown the offices are filled 
with men unable to gét home and on 
the upper floors and on some of the 
roofs of the residences are helpless wo- 
men and children. Hundreds of houses, 
substantial buildings in the residence 
district, many of them with helpless 
occupants, have been washed away. 

The electic light plants were put out 
of business early in the day and total 
darkness, coupled with a_ torrential 
downpour, added to the horrors of the 
night. 

Dayton, O., March 25 (By telephone | 
via Xenia)—Dayton is tonight nothing 
less than a seething river three miles 
wide and a mile and a half on each side 
of Main steert, its principal thorough- 
fare, while it is estimated that 2000 to 
5000 people have perished.

Fourteenth and Spencer streets the 
storm swept over the bluffs, high above 
the Missouri river, demolished the Mis- | 
souri Pacific roundhouse, leveled the 
big trestle of the Illinois Central rail- 
road over Carter lake, wrecked a num- | 
ber of buildings near the Rod and Gun 
Club, a fashionable outing club, and 
disappeared to the northeast. 


Three points in the path of the storm 
offered the greatest sacrifices. These 


were at Fortieth and Farnum streets, | 
where a crowd had sought refuge in a 
garage; at Twenty-fourth and Lake 
streets, where a maying picturre thea- 
ter was demolished, and at Twenty- 
fourth and Willis avenue, where a pool 
room had attracted a crowd. In each 
of these places the fatalities were 
large. No such catastrophe had ever 
visited the city, and the people were 
overwhelmed by it. They quickly rose 
to the situation," however, and meas- 
ures of relief were organized promptly.
